Who 
does not know that it is the Mor- 
mon” religion that is attacked under 
the guise of polygamy? Now, if poly- 
gamy be a crime, why not treat it as 
such — and honestly, without any 
subterfuge? Why drag in any mawk. 
ish sentimentality, or narrow, con- 
tracted, religious intolerance, bigotry 
and superstition? We, a number of 
us, avowedly proclaim ourselves poly- 

mists, and shrink not from the issue. 

ut we consider that we have political 
as well as religious rights, and we aver 


that it is unjust, oppressive and infa - 


mous to place a whole Territory under 
the ban of unconstitutional enactment, 
to rob them of their inalienable rights, 
and tear ruthlessly away the last ves- 
tige of human liberty from a whole 
Territory, simply because a few poly- 
gamists live in it. If polygamy isa 
crime, let it be so understood and 
acted upon ; but what have other citi- 
zens to do with that? Because Boss 
Tweed and a few of his coadjutors 
committed high crimes in New York, 
hall the city or State of New York be 
Condemned for that? Because of 
some irregularities in the Oustoms and 
Freedmen's Bureau, shall we abolish 
the whole system of these institutions? 
‘Would the honorable gentlemen com- 


Frans the Congress of the United 
tates like to be ostracised, or even 
7 of the odium attached to the 
. it Mobilier fraud? Yet that is 
‘the kind of legislation which is con- 
‘templated by the framers of several 
ibills now before Congress. | 

These bills are a direct attack upon 
‘the rights, immunities and freedom of 
the citizens of a whole Territory ; 
guilty or innocent, unhoard and un- 
condemned. Do we consider that in 


doing this we are laying the axe at the 
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root .of = and individual free- 
dom and the inherent rights of man? 
We have heretofore had just cause to 
be proud of our institutions, our free- 
dom and equality ; of our orators and 
statesmen, We have taken: the lead 
in every liberal and beneficent ac 

and stand in the world as the prou 

representatives of human liberty and 
the rights of man. Has it indeed be- 
come necessary to trample under foot 
every vestige of republican institutions 
to destroy ‘‘ Mormonism?” Hateful 


‘as it may be to us, can we not find 


some plausible excuse, some legal out- 
let, to wreak our vengeance on their 
devoted heads, without rending into 
fragments our own institutions, reck- 
lessly grasping the pillars of State, 
and, like Sampson, pulling down the 
house on our doomed foes, though we 
ourselves perish in the overthrow ? 
Such acts may become an unthinking 
populace, a frenzied mob; from reve 
rend seniors, and grave Senators, we 
look for more deliberation. 

One prominent feature contemplated 
in some of those bills is the repealing 
of our city charters. Now, what can 
this mean? Situated, as we are, in 
the midst of a mining population, 
where reckless and unprincipled men 

ather from the whole natien, and 
rom abroad; where the revolver and

date —— communities ; where even 
railroad travel is becoming unsafe, and. 
special police and bloodhounds are 
considered necessary to protect trea- 
sure in transit thereon; where hired 
desperadoes are employed, at so much 
per diem, or by the job, to obtain and 
retain forcible possession of mines and 
other property—what can it mean? 
Shall Salt Lake City and other cities of 
the Territory be deprived of al} law 
stripped of all legitimate authority, of 
protection against the essions of 
such bands of desperadoes? Shall our 
cities, by legislative enactment, be- 
come an elysium for outlaws, cities of 
refuge for such infamous characters, 
where unbridled crime, in all its 
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hideous deformity, can run riot! 
Shall they become the pandemonium 
of renegades, cut-throats, road-agents, 
mblers, thieves and vagabonds, 
om which they can issue to depredate 
upon the community? Shall debauch- 
ery and vice hold Be carnival, and 
the Nee become the prey of the 
| and vultures of the world? We 
have, in all conscience, difficulties 
enough to contend with, to maintain 
peace and preserve order, withont hav-

They have 
liberated felons and murderers, en- 
cou drunkenness and riot, pro- 
tec and shielded brothel- houses 
winked at and sustained gambling, and 
so clogged the wheels of justice, in 
both civiland criminal cases, that the 
have brought the jadiciary into suc 


contempt that it has become a stink in 


the nostrils of honest men. 

It would only be just here to say 
that they liberate those crimi : 
because of an ed lack of juris- 
diction in the inferior. courts, and 
— 1 and a! want of a 
proper jury law. This, however, is 
simply a figment. Whatever the cause, 
however, the effects are the same, and 
the courts are brought into the most

profound contempt. It is the almost 
universal opinion here, that these ob- 
structions are thrown in the way of 
justice for the purpose of obtaining 
adverse legislation, which would ena- 
ble them to carry out their designs 
against the interests and liberties of 
the people; for previous to their 
advent the authority of these inferior 
courts was not disputed ; the Territo- 
rial and Federal courts worked harmo- 
niously. The question naturally arises, 
What has brought about this change! 
Justices Boreman and Emerson are 
enabled to. operate under our laws; 
the latter simply recommending aslight 
change in our Territorial law, which the 
Legislature: is now contemplating. 
Again, I ask for areason? Is it the 
brilliant talent, the unerring judg- 
ment and profound forensic knowledge 
of these gentlemen which produce this 
change in the administration of law? 
It would seem not; for two of these 
decisions, on these very points of au- 
thority, have been reversed on an 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the 


nited States—the Englebrecht case. 


and that of Zerubbabel Snow vs. the 
United States, in the Territorial At- 
torney case. After the ruling on the 
first case, a little more modesty would 
have been becoming his honor the 
Chief Justice, for the action of the 


Supreme Court in that, case reversed : 


all the rulings in his court for the space 
of about eighteen months, where ap- 
peala were taken; thus renderin 
nugatory all his acts in both civil an 
criminal cases, where objections had 
been had, for that time. In the latter 
case, Mr. Justice Bradley, of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, 
says,—‘‘ That the organic act esta- 
blishing the Territorial Government 
of Utah . . . constituted a Gov- 
ernor, a Legislative Assembly, and 
certain courts and judicial executive 
officers, among the latter are an Attor- 
ney for the Territory and a Marshal.” 
% By the 6th section of the act, it is 
enacted, that the legislative power 
shall extend to all rightful subjects of 
inlation.“ This recital shows 
that. the. business of these courts, 
when acting as circuit or district 


courts of the United States, is to be. 


kept distinet from their business as 


ordinary courts of the Territory, and 
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gives countenance to the idea upon 
which the Territorial Legislature seems 
to have acted, in appointing separate 
executive officers for attending the 
courts when sitting as Territorial. 
courts. By an act of that Legislature, 
passed March 3rd, 1852, it is, among 
other things, provided, that an Attor- 
ney-General shall be elected by the 
Legislative Assembly, to attend to the 
legal business on the part of the Ter- 
ritory, before the courts where th 

law, it is understood, has always 
been acted upon, until the recent decision 
of the ne Court of Utah, deny- 
ing its validity. Similar laws have been 
passed and acted upon in other Terri- 
tories, organized under similar organic 


acts. * * ‘*The judgment of 
the Supreme Court of Utah must be 
reversed.

In view of such arrogance and 
assumption of authority, our Terri- 
torial Federal judiciary, as indicated 
by the above arguments and decisions. 
and the reversal of their rulings, are 
we still to be told by these same gen- 


tlemen, in opposition to the rulings of 


the Supreme Court of the United 
States, ‘‘That we are clogging the 
wheels of Justice, and that we need 
some special legislation from Con- 
gress?” What do such assertions in- 
dicate? Among less assuming men, 
the general e of courts of this. 
Territory, from its organization to the 
present, would be sufficient ; especially 
when, as Mr. Bradley says, similar 
laws have been d and acted upon 
in other Territories.” Yet, following 
the very reversal of their acts, and 
a confirmation of the acts of the 


Utah Legislature, we are still told, 


by these same gentlemen, that we 
need some special legislation for Utah. 
For what? Such audacity is pre- 
cisely on a par with the acts of a fede- 
ral aspirant for office, now in Wash- 
ington, who, with one-tenth of the 
number of voters, is contesting the 
seat of Mr. Cannon, the people's can- | 
didate, aided by another federal offi- 
cial, Mr. Carey. He knows that he 
could not get a seat upon any principle 
of justice, as well as the other officials. 
know that nothing but arbitrary power-

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can give them the ‘desired legisla - 
tion. 

The question naturally arises — 
What is the object of the appoint- 
ment of such men? Is it to perform 
certain Territorial duties; or is it, like 
ravening wolves, to tear in pieces the 
people they are sent among? Or is 
the 2 to furnish pay ostensibly 
for Territorial services, to enable them 
to lobby and log- roll in Washington, 
for the advancement of their political 


status? For it seems that the federal | 


officials need a stronger representa- 
tion than do the Territories in Wash- 


n. 

A benevolent sentiment and an 
enlightened Christian charity would 
like to find an excuse for the action of 
our chief justice, and when one looks 
upon his gray hairs, his wrinkled fore- 
head and solemn, careworn features, 
the thought necessarily intrudes, may 
not the learned gentleman be at least 
sincere in his erratic administration ? 
For there is something praiseworthy, 
sublime, in the contemplation of

estly adopting their law for the pun- 
ishment of a crime for which it was 
never intended, he repudiates another 
law, passed by the same legislature, 
the jury law, and manipulates a jury, 
“for the evident purpose of condemning 
the accused, then this beautiful picture 
fades away. When we further reflect 
that another gentleman, who had led 
forth an exiled community into the 
wilderness ; who had planted a colony 
among the red men ; who had made a 
resting place for thousands of weary 
travelers to the far west; who was, 
there, the pioneer of telegraphs, rail- 
roads, agriculture and irrigation ; who 


had introduced gotton, woolen, silk

and other manufactories; who had 
prejected and built ap soores of cities, 
towns and villages, with a thriving, 
moral, religious, industrious, energetic 
and patriotic population; who had built 
up a State in the wilderness; whose 
humane Indian policy, profound states-

Comets’ Tatts.—A paper was read before the Hackney Scientific Association 


recently by Mr. J. A. 


ves, advancing an entirely new theory with regard 


first of the kind held in this part of 
the country for several years past, was 


surrounding Branches, and at the close 


to comets, and by the use of diagrams, he showed that the part of the comet 
termed the tail being always in a direction from the sun, and therefore as often 
in advance as behind the nucleus, is not really a tail. That as comets are 
transparent, and all matter is known to be either solid, liquid, or gaseous, 
comets must be the latter, for solids and liquids are opaque. That the only 
known power by which this gaseous matter can be held together, is gravity, 
which must necessarily have a centre, and every part of the body being free to 
move; resolves itself into a sphere, the centre of which is in many cases exceed 
ingly dense, gradually attenuated towards the circumference. That the rays 
of the sun are refracted in their passage through this spherical comet, thus 
illuminating the portion beyond the centre or nucleus, which illumination 
forms the tail.

WHY THE SAINTS GATHER. 
—0— 

One of the principal objections urged against the Latter-day Saints, or their : 
faith, is, that they believe in gathering themselves together, and, thereby, 
breaking up the fond associations of home and kindred, and separating them- 
selves, perhaps for ever, from the land, or lands, of their birth. The view, 
thus taken by the world, of this peculiarity of the Mormons” is a purely 
selfish. one. Religion, or its requirements, is not allowed to disturb the con- 
dition of mankind, and, in consequence of that, the Latter-day Saints, because 
of their assuming an opposite position in this matter to that of the religious“ 

world, are looked upon as a sadly deluded class of people. Although the 
Christian world profes to worship God, He is not permitted to interfere with 

the arrangements of society, or of domestic relations, to allienate families and 
friends, or to make any requisitions on mankind that may involve any 


- unpleasantness or sacrifice on their part. They have no objection to render to 


Him a certain amount of respectfal homage, but they prefer doing so in their 
own way, and nat to hold themselves amenable to any new and revealed com- 


- mandment, or even any old one, that might upset their domestie relations, 


interfere with their love of country, or that would i impose on them the neces- 
sity of selling their houses and lands at anything short of a good paying figure. 


They might perhaps, under certain circumstances, be prevailed upon to observe 


@ commandment, even though it required them to forget their love of country 
for awhile, and to leave their domestic relations to take care of themselves— 
that is, if the change from one locality to another would prove to their pecu- 
niary advantage, and if they had the liberty, after acquiring a tidy competence, 
of returning, if inclined to do so, to their dear old friends and their sa Peg 
native land. Jesus said, Every one that hath forsaken houses, or brethren, 
or sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, for my. name’s 
sake, shall receive an hundred fold, and shall inherit everlasting life.“ Les, 


but,“ says the modern Christian, ce that is not necessary now; we have the

There is no one principle, or doctrine, that is embraced in the faith of the 


Latter-day Saints, but what we are prepared to show is consistent with the 


known will of God, and, consequently, the very important principle of | 
Gathering, as accepted and practiced by the Saints, we are ready to show is a 


’ gaving one, and without which the great plan of salvation, as understood by 


the people of God in all ages of the world, is incomplete and would be inef- 
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fectual in accomplishing the rédempticn of the human family. We believe 


that the necessity of the practical observance of this principle is inseparably. 


connected with the second coming of the Messiah, and has a vital bearing on 
every generation of mankind, even as far back as the daysof Adam. Through 
the work. of Gathering a Zion will be established, where the laws of heaven 


may be brought into force, and under which the citizens of the kingdom of God 


may liye, and which could not be effected by any other means. A Zion will be 
built by the gathered people of God, that the Savior may come and dwell 
among them, but that holy city must be separate, distinct and remote from 


Babylon. It is a gathered people—upon whom is bestowed the authority to 


bind on earth and it shall be bound in heaven, to loose on earth and it shall be 
loosed in heaven,—who will be required to build Temples to the Most High, 
‘where a grand and important work may be done to connect the chain, now 
‘broken, which will unite them in Priesthood and power with their first parents. 

_All the Prophets, from Moses to the Apostles, have looked forward to this 
| period as being the most important, and fraught with the greatest events, of 
any previous dispensation of time. The Prophets, guided by the revelations 
-of God, have labored, in their times, to inaugurate and perpetuate a reign of 
righteousness over the face of the earth, but all dispensations of Priesthood 
have failed to bring about this desirable condition. In this age, however, the 


work heretefore unsuccessfully performed, will be brought to a successful issue, 


and, for that purpose, it is essentially important that mankind should be 
directed by revelation, and should submit to the disposition and will of the 
Almighty through his ministering servants, without regard to selfish interests. 


Unless the children of men are obedient to the will of God, and acknowledge 


his authority to lead, the same unfortunate results will follow the teachings, 
warnings and other ministrations of God’s servants in these days as followed 
the rejected warnings of Moses, Noah, Malachi, Jesus and other inspired men. 


The work to be done in the latter days demands obedience equally as much as 
did the work of God in the days of the Prophets, and it was only by their persist- 


ent course of waywardnessin that period-that brought upon the people forewarned 
and deserved punishment. It has been proverbially the case, in all ages, that, when- 
ever the people were left to themselves and without the guidance of inspired 
men, they wandered into infidelity. A glance at the condition of the world 
to-day is sufficient to show any person, whois familiar with the history of ancient 
Israel as contained in the Scriptures, that mankind are not one step in advance 
of the Jews who crucified the Savior, so far as the knowledge of God is con- 
oerned. It is true that the majority of the inhabitants of the earth now 
profess to believe in Jesus, but that, it must be admitted, is not sufficient to 


ensure to them salvation,— ‘‘ not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, 


shall enter into the kingdom of heaven, but he that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven; and He that saith, I know Him, and keepeth 


not his commandments, is a liar, and the truth is not in him.“ These and 


many more similarly inspired sayings show that practical obedience to, and 
faith in, Divine ravelation, is the only way by which mankind can secure 
salvation. Besides, the Jews were believers in the Prophets, and in the same 
God that modern Christians believe in, yet Jesus pronounced them to be 
bypocrites, etc. Hence, if mankind, in this generation, over expect to be 
saved, they must do the will of God as it has been, and may be, revealed to 
them in this generation. The work of ancient Israel will not save the present 
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generation, but the former’s rejection of revelation and their punishment in 
consequence, ought to stand as a warning to all subsequent generations and 


| peoples. 


It is often asked, Why do the Mormons gather?” The question has 
been as often answered as asked. But we shall endeavor to again. answer the 
question, and trust that those of our readers who are not informed upon the 
matter, may be convinced that the object the ‘‘ Mormons” have in gathering 
together is to fulfill the prophecies and keep the commandments of God. It is 
a doctrine that peculiarly belongs to His people; and we can read of 
many instances, recorded in Sacred Writ, where they have been com- 
manded to observe it. The Lord said to Abram, ‘‘ Get thee out of thy country, 
and from thy kindred, and from thy father’s house, into a land that I will show | 


thee ; and I will make of thee a great nation,” &c. We read, further, that 


„ Abram departed, as the Lord had spoken unto him ; and Lot went with him.” 
The question is often asked the Latter-day Seinte—« Can you not serve God 
in this country, as well as anywhere else?” For all we know Abram and Lot 
may have been asked the same question, but the Lord commanded them to go, 
and they obeyed : this is also the reason why the ‘‘ Mormons” gather. The 
Bible—that sacred book which modern Christianity has pronounced to be 
infallible—mentions another instance of Gathering, where Lot was commanded 
to leave Sodom, by two angels, who said, Hast thou here any besides? son in 
law, and thy sons, and thy daughters, and whatsoever thon hast in the city, 
bring them out of this place; for we will destroy this place.” We learn from 
the same Book that Lot went out and said to his sons-in-law, ‘‘Up, get out of 
this place, for the Lord will destroy this city.” These sons-in-law, however, 
mocked Lot, as modern Christians now mock the Latter-day Saints, and 
indulged, no doubt, in vituperations similar to those now heaped upon the 
% Mormons.” Sodom was destroyed and the sons-in-law shared the same fate 
as the rest of the inhabitants of that corrupt city. This should be accepted as 
another warning to the present generation. The Lord directed Moses to lead 
the children of Israel, then dwelling in the land of Egypt, to the land of 
Canaan, and he was commanded to destroy the inhabitants, in order to make 
room for the great gathering of the Israelites. It was no doubt in consequence 
of the afflictions that the Hebrews, in their bondage, were subject to, their 
cries having reached to heaven, that this commandment was given, although the 
land to which they were directed to go was theirs by promise to Abraham. 
But the chief cause of their gathering from the land of Egypt was because there 
existed no harmony between the two nations, in consequence of the Hebrews 
believing in revelation and working miracles, while the Egyptians were in the 
same condition of unbelief that modern Christendom is in. 

Having shown that the Lord, in different periods of time, . caused his 
people to gather from place to place, in order that his purposes might be 
effected, and that his people have been required to leave kindred, houses, lands, 
flocks and herds, and everything else they possessed, we will now endeavor te 
show that the Latter-day Saints, like ancient Israel, are leaving their kindred 
and possessions and gathering to a land designated by the Almighty, where Zion 
is to be built up, in fulfillment of the words of holy men of God, who spake 
as they were moved by the Holy Ghost.” Such implicit reliance do the Latter- 
day Saints place on the recorded utterances of the Prophets, that they are 
simple enough to take a more practical view of what is written in relation to 
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the work which is to be done in the latter days, than is generally taken by 


modern Christendom. As has been already shown, it has been the purpose of 
the Almighty to classify his people hy themselves, to separate them from the 
world, for, as Jesus said, they cannot serve God and mammon,” neither is 
there any affinity between light and darkness. The time never has been when 
the people of God have dwelt in harmony, and in the bonds of fellowship, 
with the wicked and ungodly, and it never will be the case as long as the earth 
revolves on its axis. Consequently, if, as they declare and we know they 
undoubtedly are, the Latter-day Saints are the people of God, they cannot 


live in accord with Babylon. Were they to attempt to do so, they would 
learn a practical lesson that it is as impossible for any fellowship to exist 


between Christ and Belial as it is for a man to serve two masters in the sense 
above quoted. The experience they have had in the past fully demonstrates 
this fact to the understandinz of*the Saints. They have been driven from 
their homes and possessions ; they have suffered martyrdom and almost every 
conceivable hardship from the hands of Bible-worshipers; and, to secure 
safety and refuge from the further murderous designs of these so- cilia Chris- 
tians, the Saints were compelled to gather to a wild and uninhabited country, 
choosing rather to live among untutored savages who knew nothing of the 
Bible, than among those who claimed to follow its precepts. If, therefore, 
the Saints are necessitated by the commandments of heaven and the force of 
surrounding adverse circumstances, to seek isolation, and to build a Zion to 
His name, it becomes essential that a Gathering should take place. 

The Prophet Isaiah very pointedly referred to the Gathering that should take 
place in the latter times, and even spoke of the manner in which the people 
would gather, the geographical position of the place of gathering, and the 
countries from which the devotees of Zion should come. He said, And it 
shall come to pass in the last days, that the mountain of the Lord’s house 
shall be established in the top of the mountains, and shall be exalted above 
the hills, and all nations shall flow unto it. And many people shall go and say, 
Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, to the house of the 
God of Jacob, and he will teach us of his ways, and we will walk in his paths ; 
for oat of Zion shall go forth the law, and the word of the Lord from Jeru- 
salem.” And He vill lift up an ensign to the nations from far, and will 
hiss unto them from the end of the earth ; and, behold, they shall come with 
speed swiftly.” ‘‘ And it shall come to pass in that day, that the Lord shall 
set his hand again the second time to recover the remnant of his people, which 
shall be left from Assyria, and from Egypt, and from Pathros, and from Cush, 
and from Elam, and from Shinar, and from Hameth, and from the islands 
of the sea. And he shall set up an ensign for the nations, and shall assemble 
the outcasts of Israel, and gather together the n of J udah from the 
four corners of the earth.” 


Although frequently alluding to the e together of the scattered. 


remnants of the house of Israel, or of Judah, Isaiah has, as frequently, pro- 
phesied in relation to the great gathering of the Gentiles, and has in each 
prophetic utterance drawn « marked distinction between the two great gather- 
ings that he said were to take place in the last days. He said, the Gentiles 


shall come to thy light, and kings to the brightness of thy rising. Lift up 


thine eyes round about, and see, all they gather themselves together, they come 
to thee; thy sons shall come from far, and thy daughters shall be nursed. at 
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thyside. Then shalt thou see and flow together, and thine heart shall fear and 
be enlarged, because the abundance of the sea shall be converted unto thee, 
the forces of the Gentiles shall come in. Who are these that fly as a cloud, 
and as the doves to their windows? Surely the isles shall wait for me, and 
the ships of Tarshish first, to bring thy sons from far, their silver and their 
gold with them, and the name of the Lord thy God, and to the Holy One of. 
Israel. And the sons of strangers shall build up thy walls, and their kings 
shall minister unto thee, that men may bring unto thee the forces of the Gen- 
tiles, And he shall set up an ensign to the nations, and shall assemble the 
outcasts of Israel, and gather together the dispersed of Judah from fhe four 
corners of the earth.” 

The Savior spoke in parable of the latter- deo kingdom, and assured his dis- 


‘ciples that when that kingdom was established, and preparatory to the end of 


the world, he would send his angels to the four corners of the earth, to gather 
the wheat into the garner, and the tares in bundles ready for the burning. 

He would have gathered and united the people together in that day, had they 
received him and have willingly cast aside their traditions and joined his 
standard. In reflecting on the perverseness of that generation, and in con- 
templation of the condition of that once holy and blessed city, he exclaimed, 
60 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the Prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often would I have gathered thy children 
together; even as a hen gathereth her chickens under her wings, and ye would 
not!” The Apostle Paul, in addressing an epistle to the Ephesians, had his 
mind fixed on the period, then in the future, when the gathering together of 
the outcasts of Israel and the dispersed of Judah should take place, and when 
all that had been spoken, by men of God, bearing on the last dispensation, 
should be literally brought about, for said he, That in the dispensation of 
the fullness of times he might gather together in one all things in Christ, both 
which are in heaven, and which are on the earth.” John the Revelator saw, 
in vision, the condition of modern Babylon, or, in other words, the world in 

confusion and rank with abominations, and heard a voice from heaven, say- 
ing, Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that 

ye receive not of her plagues.” 

We might mention other reasons why the Latter-day Saints are gathering 
to the New World, if space would permit ; but we are compelled to defer doing 
so until a future time. Suffice to say, the commandment of the Lord is, that 
his Saints must leave this modern Babylon, or the plagues written about will 
certainly overtake them. The Angel of the Lord seen and heard by John, in 
his apocalyptic vision, bearing the glad tidings of a restored Gospel, has been 
seen in the nineteenth century and delivered his heavenly message to man on 


the earth. The dispensation that the Prophets have so often beheld in vision, | 


and spoken of in prophecy, has been ushered in. A grand and glorious work 
is now being performed; scattered Israel is gathering i in, and soon the outcasts 
of will rebuild J. C. G.

_ EARLY LIFE IN THE VALLEY. 
Until saw mills could be built to run 
by water, lumber had to be made with 
chip saws, and many of the men were 
engaged in sawing through the entire 
winter. So anxious were the people 
to preserve the timber, that strict re- 
gulations were adopted N the 
manner of cutting it, and the Munici- 
pal Council decided that no person 
should build with logs without permis- 
sion. Many supposed that the timber 
would soon be exhausted, and then 
the settlement would be in a bad 
plight. But when President Young 
returned in 1848, these restrictions 
were removed, and the people were 
left at liberty to cut timber as they 
pleased. He had a better idea of the 
extent of the timber in the mountains, 
and had no fears of its speedy con- 
sumption. Many of the first settlers 
of this valley would have been amazed 
in 1847 or 1848, had they seen such 
piles of lumber brought from the 
mountains as are sold every season 
now, and have been for years back, in 
‘this city. Every 3 brought to 
light new bodies of timber, and many 
of the people have gone to the opposite 
extreme, and seem to imagine that the 
simber resources of these mountains 
cannot be exhausted, jud ing by their 
roœcklessness in cutting and destroying 

this important element of wealth. 


The public meetings through the 


winter were held generally near the 
_ liberty ge in the centre of the Old 
Fort. e mildness of the weather 
enabled the people to meet in the open 
air without-much discomfort. A bet- 

ter and more commodious and warmer 

shelter was afterwards erected there, 

in which public meetings were held. 
Meetings were also held on Sun- 
| and other evenings 
houses in the Forts, and efforts were 
made to keep up quorum organisations 
and meetings with excellent results. 
. Notwithstanding the scarcity of food 
and clothing and the exposure and 
severe labors of the people there was 
but little sickness and few deaths. 
And a feeling of thankfulness was 


in 


almost universal among the people to 
the Lord for bringing them out of the 
midst of their enemies, from moboc- 
racy and violence, to this peaceful and 
healthy land, were they could dwell 
together as a band of brethren and 
sisters. 

The farming land was fenced in one 
field, and the people were counseled to 
select their land as nearly together 
as possible. Care was ‘taken to pre- 
serve the rights of the people to the 
water for irrigation purposes ; and one 
of the first grants of a right to erect a 
saw mill was given to brothers 
Archibald and Robert Gardner, on 
Mill Creek, with the provisions that 
water for irrigation purposes should 
not be interfered with. To many of 
our readers it may be interesting to 
know what portion of the Valley was 
first fenced. On the north the line of 
fence commenced at a steep point in 
the bluffs just south of the Warm 
Springs—a little east and south of the 
present Bath House—and ran directly 
from there to the northwest corner of 
the Fort; it then started from the south- 
east corner of the Fort and bore east 
to some distance beyond Mill Oreek, 
and then east to the bluffs at the foot 
of the mountains. The whole length 
of the line fenced, besides the Fort, 
was 3,638 rods, or nearly twelve miles. 
The land designed for agriculture ex- 
tended from the north fork of Cit 
Creek— which at that time ran throug 
the Temple Block and through what 
is now known as the 17th and 16th 
Wards—-to one mile south of Mill 
Creek ; on the east it was bounded by 
the bench and on the west by the east 
line of the Fort. In thisspace there were 
5,133 acres taken for tilling. At the 
beginning of March 872 acres were sown 
with winter wheat, much of which was 
Bp ans ooking thrifty at that time.
